THE NEW OPIUM REGULATIONS. |

* ‘The following ix a translation published by tho 
N.C. Daily News of a Memorial to the Throne on 
tho sybject of the rogulations necessary to the 
working of the Additional Article of the Chefoo 
Convention :—~ ‘ 

Memorial upon the subject of levying at one 
time the duty and the lokin on opium. Itis 
proposed to direct that the Superintendents and 

om miasionera at cach port co-operate in arrang- 
ing this business, so aa to define whore reaponai- 
bility ies and to avoid further delay. His 
Majesty’a gracious pleasure is respectfully in- 
voked, 


With refarenoe to the levy at oneantthe eame 
time of the daty and Zein charges ow opium, be- 
tween the date of the Chefoo Convention, whoo 
the subject was broached, to the spooial clause 
agread upon by Tséng Chi-tsd, the various plans 
angeated have ‘been successively sitbmitted to 
Their Majesties from time to time. E 

In the Ynd moon of leat year the Bonrd of Re- 
vennoe with the Faung-li Yainon “proposed that 
each Province should put the project inta force | 
indepondently, nnd that as a total on each cheat 
‘of opium there ahould be levied, in addition to 
the Tla. 30 of duty, a furthor charge of ‘T ls. 86

Hongkong in company with the Inspeotor- 
General of Customs, Sir Robert Hart, to arrange 


Messages have heen from time to time telograph- 
ed to the Yamén, and copies of them respeattnlly 
submitted through the Cabinat Council to His 
Majesty. .

The Momorialists have oarefully thought the 
matter over, and are of opinion that, unless 
amuggling is put a atop to, there can be no real 
improvement expected in the daty and lekin, nor 
can there be avy really effective check kept upon 
smugglers without the co-operation of the Su- 
perintondonts and the Commissionsra of Cus- 
toms; for opiam is au article which may be in 
either wholosale or retail quantitioa, and being 


Theonly couras 
thon, is to drow up frosh and distinot regulations, | 
proscribingy a dofinite date for their coming into 
force, and directing each port to begin ot the 
same time.: According to the Conventiun the

further duty or Ickin. 

Tho Memorinlists aro of opinion that if this ia 
ot once commenced in accordance with the Con- 
vention, and if the plan cat only he properly car- 
viad out, the advantages will be four. 

The duty of New Customs will. be to'store the 
opium in bond, and the Commissioner will ro- 
ceive and pay out the money as accasion requiren, 
both. sides exercising a suparvision, and every 

jenny thna finding its.way into the publfo chest. 

‘hia is the frst advantage to the State. 

When tho merchandise reashea Chinese hands 
the duty and lekin having boon already_oloared 
off, n0 furthor axamination or charge wilt be 
necossary en route, and it will. be free to go or 
come in any direction. :This is the second ad- 
vantaze to Lhe merchants. 

Til-disposed Chinese traders ara in tho habit 
of setting up sham foreign bongs witha view to 
smuggling, frequent disputes being the result. 
| Now, gince the merchandise will hava paid both 
its charges -provious to leaving the warehouse, 
imavish traders will have no seope for their de- 
vices, aud correspondone of all sorta may be sim- 
plified and savod. This is the third advantage to 
the officials, ei 

When the new rules coma into force the opium 
barriors can all be abolished, and there being no 
runners on the roads snd in the villages to harass 
the people, this will be the fourth advantage to 
the people. 

Howovor, as the treaty ports aro numorons, ‘a 
large staff will be required, besides which there 
ia the purchasing of gnard.boats, inoreasing the 
staff of tidewaiters, &o., involving considerable 
expense. . 

The Memorandum now submitted by Sir Ro- 
bert Hart shows that at first the exponse will ba 
considerable, but that it will doorease year by 
year. Whorover in the world thera is gain, there 
too are the soads of corruption. The Memoralists 
will not venture to say that if the Snpor 
intendonts and Cotnmissionors oo-oporate there 
will ba no abuses, but as over ten yoars have 
passed since this matter was settled by the 
Convention, and_innumerable alternatives have 
suggested themselves since then, it is better to 
have it pat in force at once and keop our own 
hand on the bencfits and the power of action alike 
than to keep on, hesitating and procrastinating 
and wasting vast snms of money.
